Another feature of the campaign that is
commented upon in Republican circles is
the general good humor of Governor Cam
bell. At times he appears to verge on the
horder of imdifference. It may be his nature
not to  worry  asbout the future,
or he is confident of electi
State Auditor Por thinks the Govern
doesn’t eare whether he is victorious or
not. This belief is shared by manv Repub-
licans. Mr. Poe reasons that the Governor
was fully vindicated by his party when he
was renominated. Then was when he made
his preat fight and won. Tt will not be con-
sidered an evidence of weakness to go down
before n man as strong as McKinley, with
the Republicon party of the country help-
ing him to fight Ti'i'. tle.

¢ Republicans say further that the
Gevernor has his eve on the Senatorship,
that while he is working hard to be re-elect-
ed, he is really devoting much of his time
to the Legislature. If Campbell is defeated
and the next House and Senate are Demo-
eratic it is 10 to 1 he would be Briece's col-
lengue for the poming six vears. At times
it looks as if the Republicans were negleot-
ing the Legislature, but Chairman %hhn
is watching this end of the campsign very
closely. Jacob Donaldson, who is Sher-
mwan's rigcht-hand man, was in Columbus
last evening. He has been making the
fight for the Senator. Mr. Donaldson says
the next Legislature will be Republican,
and Sherman will be re-elecied.  Under the
new apporiionment there will be 104 Repre-
sentatives and 31 Senatorn. Taking the
lnst election as a basis the Republicans
will have 20 Senators out of the 31, The
think they can maintain the ratio this fal
They claim the House in much the same
manner.

The Democrats feel a little sore over the
emphatic way in which MeKinley pulled
down the heavy Democratic majority in his
district last fall to a few hundred votes.
They are putting in some of their best licka
in Wayne, Holmes and Stark ecounties to
show the people at large that the Major is
not as strong 6t home as the country had
imngined. Seeretary Cole claims the Major
won't come within 1,000 vores of his record
made in the distriet when he ran for Con-
gress. Mr, Cole insists that Stark county
was colonized with outside Republicanz,
some of them eoming from Peunsyvivania.
He thinks it strange that while Warwick's
vote was wha* Grover Cleveland received,
McKinley’s figures were 1,000 or more
higher than President Harrison's,

It transpires, according to Demooratic
aathorities, that Governor Campbell tnln)'ed
a shrewd game on the Major ﬁutinﬁ e de-
bate. The Governor was expeeted to tear
u]‘;! the tin industry in his fireg » h, and
while it was in p McKinley received
telegrams from a number of tin plate manu-
facturers, in which they made affidavits
that they were turning out tin plate. These
wers to be read on the platform in reply to
the Governor. Mr. Campbell hardly men-
tioned tin in his first EJ:JI‘I. but in his sec-
ond speech he confined himself to ridiculing
the infant industry. It was then too late
to answer him, but the affidavits will pass
for what they are worth on the stump.

THE FORMER TEACHESTHE LATTER

Criticism of the Bible Ferves to Bring Out
Its Btrong Points.

BISHOP DUBS ISSUES A SHORT LETTER

WASHINGTOY, Oct. 10.—The fourth day’s
session of the Methodist Ecumenieal Coun-
c1l was presided oter
by Rev. Dr. Will.
iam Arthur, of Eng-
land, who eonducted
the devotional exer-
cises, reading the
Lymn, “Thon Lead-
eth Me.” Praver
was offered by John
Wakefield, of Cana-
dn. Dir, A, 8 Hunt,
of New York, one of
the recretariesof the

Bishap C. H. Poncler. Ameriean Bible So-
eiety, read a seripture lesson from the Book
of Joh.

The regnlar programme of the day wns
then taken up, the snbject for discussion
being “The Church and Scientific Thought."
The first essay was by Perey W, Bunting
on the suhject, “The Influence of Modern
Scientific Progress on Religious Thought.”
Mr. Bunting said the theory of evolution
had changed not only onr thoughts but our
methods of thinking, and has transferred
theology to a new plane. He said it was
not enough to =ay that “evolution is not
proved; even if proved it is only shown to
affect certain depariments of nature; only
extreme men carry it into paychology and
ethics; the outlines of orthodox faith are
therefore safe and sound.” Continuing, he
said:

THE caym‘n AND UNBELIET.

Rev. Dr. Milton 8. Terry, of Evanstor,
111, spoke on the attituds of the church to-
ward the various phases of unbelief. He
said that unbelief was not the offspring of
the difficulties of religion, but of the per-
verse tendencies of the heart of man. It
was not the result of seientific research, but
of lack of moral traiving. Some averred
that all religion was superstition and a
bane to the human race. This took the
forth of system. It was the old familiar
form—it was Satan’s deviee,

Tiev. W. T. Davison, of England, tutor in
Biblical literature and exegesis in Rich-
mond College, Wesleyan Methodist Church,
followed in an address on the subject of the
*“Hible and Modern Criticism,”" Biblieal
eriticism, he said, is now n seience. Itisa
very young sciefiee. Thongh not younger
than many of its strong and thriving sisters,
it is still young, however, and must be
reckoned \rilﬁq as a science bv religious
teachers. It implies full and free inquiry
into everything that concerns the Bible as a
series ofqilenr_v doouments. The text, the
date, the authorship, the style, the subject
matter of the various books, including their
bhearing wpor historieal and seientifie sub-
jects so far as the Bible touches upon these
—all these are legitimate subjects ot in-
quiry, and the examination into them has
been so minnte, so careful, so elahorate and
so comprehensives that it has been ercoted
into a seience withmany important branches.
Continuing the speaker said:

THE INVESTIGATION RETARDED,

The process of aseertaining accurately
and scientifically the precise original text
is diffioult and complex. In the New Testa-
ment the methods to be adopted and the re-
snlts thns rouched are accepted by scholars
with fairly general consent. In the case of
the O!d Testament, however, much less
progress hns been made, Many clrenm-
stances rotard the investigution, ana,
whether wo like It or not, it munst be con-
fessed that at (rrﬂent the exnct eritieal
vilue of the traditional text remains to be
determined.

The varintions, however, of rendings both
in the old and new text, lhmml: NUIMErons,
are so slightand compamtively unimportant
as  affects dootrine, that the Christinn
Church is content for scholurs to pursae
their Inborfons work of determining these
minitoe without any alarm or disturbance
of mind. But it was otherwise with higher
eritimsm where the attacks on Christian
belior wers bolder. But ngreoment was
steadily wing, nnd taking the diffMenlties
into considerntion it must bo admitted that
the higher criticism, espocinlly historieal,
now approached a science und its results
must be frankly met by the preacher. The
Church had to beware of setting its face
resolntely against sciontific Cnristian enti-
cism. It must not take nn n ition that
might soon prove untenable. [Hear, hear.)

WHEEE DR BRIGGS' FAULT LIES.

Rev. Frank Ballard, of England, said that
the small time allotted for the discussion of
this great subject was an indieation of dis-
respect.  “If any mon did not believe in
science he did not believe in God" had been
eaid before, hut it was equally true now.
There was danger of the chureh playing the
ostrich and by hiding its head try to ignore
the things outside. He did not bielieve that
unbelief was a matter of the heart. He bad
had letters from earnest, thovghtful skep-
tics that were as full of longing and desire
for the truth as any ever sfon,

emuld give no help as to the fundamental
questions of religion; Christianity was as
ialse as the wildest superstition, unless the
doctrine of the immaculate conception be
true.

WILLIAMS- BILL OUT.

The German Legislators Do Not Take
Kindly to the Emperor’s

LAW TO PREVENT DRUNKENNESS

The Kaiser Fays the Bankers Can Toan to
Russia if They Wish.

Program of the Foclalist Congress

BerLIN, Oct. 10.—After a long recess the
Bundesrath, or legislative body represent-
ing the individual States of Germany, reas-
sembled on Wednesday. The Honse con-
sidered as the first order of the day the pro-
jeeted law to repress drunkenness, which,
as ig well known, is a pet measure of the
Emperor. The fact that the initiative pro-
posals come from the Emperor failed to
commend the bill to the Bundesrath. A
mujority of the plenipotentinries declared
that their governments could not aceept ths
project in its present form. The member
appointed to the Bundesrath by the
Bavarian Government intimated that the
State he represented desired no snch liquor
legislntion as the bill provided. The bill
ought, he declared, to be withdrawn.

The Prussian member, acting under in-
striuctions from the Emperor, was the only

lenipotentiary who defended the mea-ure.

he bill was finally referred to a commis-
sion, It is certain that it will appear in the
Reichstag, transformed from a rude, thor-
ouyfh attack upon the lignor trade into a
mildly beneficent bill for the protection of
the drunkard. The liquor dealers, though
feeling reassured as regards the adoption of
the bill as a sweeping reform, are ng
for the holding of & congress at Stuttgart
for the purpose of organizing a pelitical de-
fense of themselues
ALLEGED FAVORITISM TOWARD AMERICA.

The Bundesrath discussed the abolition of
the prohibition against the importation of
Amorican pork. The House approved the
ediot opening the country to American im-
poris, gut will delay a decision on the pro-
posal of Chancellor von Caprivi to relax the
vexatious formalities restricting the entry
of Anatrian, Italian and Russian pork into
Germany. Austria has complained of the
partinlity shown to the United States while
the Dreibund allies are not similarly
fuvored, .

The members of the Reichstag are exer-
cised over the prolonged adjournment of the
House. This is especially the case sinee the
Bundesrath resumed its sessions. In re-
sponse to inquiries it has been officially
stated that the Reichstag will meet on No-
vember 20, a date about coincident with
that fixed for the reassembling of the Land-

tag. The members of the latter
House, a large number of whom
are also members of the Reichstag,

have forn long time protested that the
sessions of the two Houses ought to be held
at different periods, so that they would be
enabled to dischargs their duties in both
Houses, The delay in the reassembling of
the Relchstag has given rise fo talk in po-
litieal circles that the Government is seek-
ing to restrain the action and limit the
prestige of that body by shortening t§}|e
sessions, and thus forcing a hurried dis-
cugsion of publis affaira

PROGRAMME OF THE SOCIALIST CONGRESS.

Speeinl interest attaches to the Bocialist
Congress which will shortly assemble at
Erfurt. The Directing Commities hns re-
vised the programme of the proceedings,
now formu atzg with & clenrness a d pre-
eision never before seen in any authorized
Socinlist platform. In ten resolutions the
entire political and economie demands are
stated.

Papers of
a highly compromising eharncter relating to
the Prusso-Austrian frontier were found on
him.

AN AMERICAN CHURCH IN BEELIN.

A Grant of Land for a Site Expectod From
. the Emperor.

‘BErLIN, Oct. 10.—The American Union
Church recently asked the municipal author-
ities of Berlin to grant a new site fora
chureh on the Lutzowplntz. The request
was declined on the ground that the city
needed the square as a place for publie
recreation. The congregation, consisting of
the adherents of most of the American
evangelical bodies, have eollected a build-
ing fund which now amounts to 123,000
marks. The trustees have reason to expect
that they will obtain from their countrymen
the 400, marks required for the ereetion
of the church.

WRECRERS SENT FOR EELIEP,

A dispatch from New York says: The
news that the Despateh bad got aground
was received in this eity enarly this morning
from various sourees. " The Merritt wreek-
ing orgnnization received the information st
9:20 A. 3. and sent it over to the Brooklyn
Navy Yard, with s request that permission
be given them to send assistance to the
stranded vessel. The United States steam.
shlr Yantic was to sail for Brazil at 1f
o'cloek, and orders were issucd to her
commanding officer to steam by Assateague
Island and to render what assistance she
ecould.

The Merritt wreeking orcaniztion pot a
party of their wreekers om the Yantie, and
2l2o ordered one of their steamers to gn to
the Despateh’s assistance from Norfolk. The
Despateh left the navyyard at 650 o'elock
on Friday morning, with orders 1o proceed
direct to Washington. She earried o crew
of six officers and about 30 men. Listtenant
William R Cowles, u son-in-law of Allen
G. Thurman, was her commander.

OFFICEES OF THE SHIP,

The other officers, as far as known, who
sailed on the Despatch were: First Liege
tenant York Nocl, Lieutenant R. Mulligan,
Assistant Paymaster 8. L. Heap amd
Passed Assistant Eogincer J. T. Osden.
Passed Assistant Surgeon Jumes D. Gate-
wood was formerly attached to the ship, bus
his name is serntched off the list which tha
Captain of the Brooklyn Navy Yarnd has,
which indieates that a ehange was made.

The Despatch’s course lay along the
eonst to Cane Charles, up Chesapeake Bay
and the Potomae, to Washington. Tho
weather was thick and the sea heavy, and the
commanding officer zot too elose in shore.
Assntengue Island nhreast of which the vessel
lies stranded, is 40 miles northeast of Cape
Charles, in Northampton eounty, Va. All
about the island are the treacherous sand
shoals, which are feared by mariners nearly
as greatly as those off Hatteras. Assateazue
Island light, 12 feet above the sea, snd a
ightship mark the dungerous bars of sand.

The Despatch is a wooden, schooner-
rigyed steamship, which has been a sort of
official yacht sines President Arthar's time.
She has a tonnage of 730 tons anda displace-
ment of 500 tons, She is 174 feet in length,
26 feet in breadth and has a mean drafl of 12
feet 4 inches. Her speed is 126 knots an
hour. The vessel was originally a sacht,
She was built in 1873 for Henry C. Smith,
the well-known broker, by George Stoers, st
a cost of 300,000, Smith’s orders to Steers
were for the “largest and handsomest
vacht.* »
